Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: With regards to Applicants argument that the 
rejection be remove because Babula et a!., U.S. Patent No. 6,353,445, is not prior art under 35 USC 102, since the reference is owned 
by Genera! Electric Co., as is the current application. Applicant's representative indicated that the assignment has been recorded at 
Reel/Frame #01 1499/01 98 and that the inventors of the present invention were under a duty to assign their rights to the common 
assignee at the time the invention was made.. After further review of reel/frame 011499/0198 it shows that at the date the assignment 
was recorded, which was on 22 January 2001 , which was a year prior to the application being filed. Therefore, at the time the application 
was filed the record does not show that GE Medical Technology as being the assignee. Therefore , appicant's attempt to exclude Babula 
et a!., U.S. Patent No. 6,353,445 under 35 USC 103 is not be sufficient enough to overcome the prior art rejection. 
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
